very important for growth nnd 


the 
maintenance of 
health. Is 


found In many foods. 
Milk Is one 


of the richest sources and next 
come the green vegetables. 


The greener the vegetable, the 


greater Its value as a source of 
vitamin A and mineral content. 
The child who eats plenty of green 
vegetables seldom forms the bad 
habit of "flatlng between meals." 
Hunger often Is due to the absence 
of vegetables In the previous meal, 
particularly In the casa of chil- 
dren. 


Children who fall to drink their 


allotted quart of milk a day must 
be given green vegetables regular- 
ly. 
Although carrots and toma- 


toes are not green In color, they 
nave the same vitamin A content 
that Is found In the actually green 
ones. 
Sweet potatoes are a good 


source of vitamin A, too. • 


When a vegetable Is chosen for 


color or vitamin content alone, the 
type Is of small consequence. For 
instance, sweet green peppers are 
fls valuable on their green color 
count as beet greens pr peas, but 
they are difficult, for many persons 
to digest and are of low fuel value. 
There are a host of other vegeta- 
bles just ns green that are easy tp 
digest and are rich In. other nutri- 
ents as well. 


Wlu'ro VitninliiN I<urk 


Leaf lettuce and the loose varie- 


ties of head lettuce that nre green 
clear to the heart are better 
sources of vitamin than the tight, 
bleached heads most of us demand 
for our salads. Romaine and cress 
and the green curly endive should 
not be overlooked as salad plants. 
They are valuable on two counts, 
for they are n good green color 
and may be eaten raw.'••

green color. Soda never .should be 
added, although It does keep veg- 
etables beautifully green. Experi- 
ments have proved that the addi- 
tion of soda In cooking vegetables 
Is destructive to the 
vitamins. 


Dolling water, uncovered kettle, 
short cooking period and as little 
water as possible to' prevent burn- 
Ing, are the best means of keepiw 
tho vegetable appetixlngly green. 


Eggs, butter fat and fish oils 


are "rich" In vitamin A. Liver and 
kidney also come under this clas- 
sification. 


Milk and cheese are classed as 


"good" along with the vegetables 
colored green and the root vegeta- 
bles with a yellow pigment.
